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Imost a thousand years after the Norman conquest made cider popular in Britain, brewers are 
launching cider invasions of their own, and the U.S. is the main battlefield. 

Hard cider promises growth in developed markets at a time when consumers are drinking 
less beer but are willing to pay more for premium products, such as independent “craft beer,” 
flavored lagers or cider. 

It tends to draw drinkers away from wine rather than eating into beer sales, attracts more women than beer 
does and commands a higher profit margin. 

In volume terms, cider is only about i percent of the beer market, but prices are much higher. The U.S. accounts for about a fifth 
of global beer sales of $500 billion a year, so each percentage point increase here for cider could add well over $i billion to the total 
revenue of cider makers such as world No. i Heineken and No. 2 C&C. 

While increasing wealth makes emerging markets a bright spot for brewers, beer consumption in Europe and North America has 
been in decline for years and is expected to keep falling. 

“Mass-produced beers have suffered due to the surge of craft beers in the United States. ... Big brewers feel the threat. Cider 
could be the escape hatch,” said Spiros Malandrakis, senior drinks analyst at market research group Euromonitor. Reuters

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ALL EYES ON SPRINGFIELD 
AS LEGISLATORS WEIGH 
SAME-SEX MARRIAGE BILL

Daryl Rizzo was anxious heading into this week, wait- 
ing to learn whether Illinois lawmakers will bring a 
same-sex marriage bill up for a vote. 

If it comes up and passes — a big “if” given the brief and 
unpredictable nature of lame-duck legislative sessions— 
Illinois would become the loth state to legalize same-sex 
marriage and Rizzo could finally wed Jaime Garcia, the 
man he has been in a relationship with for i2 years. 

“ We Ve been kind of getting a sense of where Illinois 
is, where the country is, and you see this sort of domino 
effect,” said Rizzo, 51, who lives in LaGrange with Gar- 
cia and their 5-year-old daughter, Siena. “I think we’re 
riding the wave of that domino effect that’s happening 
across the country” 



State Sen. Heather Steans (D -Chicago) 
said Monday that her goal is to introduce the 
Religious Freedom and Marriage Fairness Act 
to legalize same-sex marriage this week. The 
Senate is in session through Friday and then 
the House will be in session Sunday through 
Tuesday 

“Things are always fluid,” Steans said. “My 
goal is to call it this week for the Senate so it 
could then be heard in the House next week.” 

A new set of lawmakers will be sworn in 
Wednesday 

Just months ago, it seemed far-fetched that 
the politicians and activists who for years have 
maneuvered toward the legalization of same- 
sex marriage would be confldent enough to 
bring up such a bill. 


‘As a gay rights activist for 30 years now, 
if someone told me that the state of Illinois 
would be as close as it is in recognizing same- 
sex marriages, I would’ve thought you were 
insane,” said Rick Garcia, policy director for 
The Civil Rights Agenda, a Chicago-based gay 
rights group. “I have seen a huge sea change 
in just the past year. All of a sudden, in a very 
short period of time, you have the president 
speaking up in favor of marriage. You have no 
one in the {Illinois} Legislature being hurt in 
the election by their vote for civil unions.” 

More than 250 Illinois clergy members, 
mostly Protestant and Jewish, have endorsed 
the gay marriage bill as “morally just,” and in 
a statement released over the weekend, the 
White House said President Obama would 


vote for legalizing same-sex marriage if he 
were still a state senator. 

But opposition to same-sex marriage re- 
mains strong. 

Chicago’s Cardinal Francis George and his 
six auxiliary bishops officially entered Illinois’ 
gay marriage fray Tuesday, issuing a letter that 
urges parishioners to contact state legislators 
and voice opposition to the legalization bill. 

Meanwhile, a coalition of Roman Catho- 
lics, Muslims, Mormons, Missouri Synod 
Lutherans and conservative Anglicans has 
written to Illinois lawmakers, urging them to 
reject any legislation that would extend mar- 
riage to same-sex couples. 

In the letter, the bishops and ministers 
from about 1,700 congregations and minis- 


tries across Illinois say the attempt to alter 
the state’s definition of marriage threatens 
the fundamental institution of marriage that 
society counts on as the ideal environment for 
raising children and teaching adult men and 
women to depend on each other. 

“The ongoing attempts to alter the defini- 
tion of marriage in civil law are full of serious 
danger, primarily by degrading the cultural 
understanding of marriage to an emotional 
bond between any two adults,” the letter said. 

Civil unions already provide same-sex 
Illinois couples with most of the state-level 
rights of married heterosexual couples. For 
the moment, the federal rights afforded mar- 
ried couples are unavailable to same-sex cou- 
ples because of the federal Defense of Mar- 
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Lt. Gov. Sheila Simon straightens 
the bow tie of Jesse T yier Ferguson, 
who is joined by his fiance, Justin Mikita, 
at Wednesday’s news conference.

riage Act (DOMA). 

The U.S. Supreme Court will be consider- 
ing the constitutionality of DOMA this spring. 
Camilla Taylor, an attorney with the gay rights 
group Lambda Legal in Chicago, said that if 
DOMA is struck down and Illinois passes a 
same-sex marriage bill, married gay and lesbian 
couples here would gain access to an array of 
benefits. 

“There are Social Security benefits, including 
disability benefits, that would go to a spouse,” 
Taylor said. “Federal pension benefits, immi- 
gration benefits for bi-national couples. The 
benefits for federal employees would be huge. 
It would just mean complete recognition of a 
couple’s relationship.” 

But beyond the legal ramifications, Taylor 


said, is the greater emotional and psychological 
significance of gay and lesbian couples having 
their relationships recognized as marriages. 

“When we create a climate where people can 
feel comfortable about who they are, we create 
an environment where it’s possible to realize 
our dreams, including the dream to marry that 
one person you truly love,” she said. 

Rizzo echoed that sentiment. 

“What’s most important for us is that every- 
one know what our neighbors know, what our 
friends, co-workers and families know, what our 
5-year-old daughter knows — that we exist as a 
married couple,” he said. “It is important for us 
that the state recognizes what our child recog- 
nizes: That we are no different than any of the 
other partnered families that she sees.” 


Advocates on both sides 
launch media blitzes

Jesse Tyler Ferguson, of ABC’s “Modern 
Family” joined Lt. Gov Sheila Simon on 
Wednesday in Chicago to advocate for gay 
marriage in Illinois. 

Simon, Ferguson and other supporters 
are heading to Springfield on Thursday for 
“Bow Tie Lobby Day” where they’ll encour- 
age legislators to wear bow ties in support 
of the marriage equality bill that could 
come before the senate this week. 

His fiance, Justin Mikita, accompanied 
him to the press event. 

Ferguson and Mikita recently launched 
Tie the Knot, a foundation that sells bow 
ties with profits going to charitable organi- 
zations that support gay marriage. 

Ferguson said his role as part of a gay cou- 
ple on TV has helped him use “wit and hu- 
mor” to tackle a serious issue. The nation’s 
forward movement on marriage equality 
has been encouraging, he said, and he wants 
to continue the call to action in Illinois. 

“Modern Family’s” popularity and pres- 
ence in American homes also has helped 
the issue of marriage equality forward, Fer- 
guson said. 

‘A lot of people who were not comfort- 
able with marriage equality ... turn on the 
television and see a show that has a lot of 
different families in it— and one of those 
families just happens to be gay”

Asked if his real-life “modern family” 
would attend, Ferguson slipped up. 
“They will be there, it’s a summer ... oh, 
shoot, I just gave it away,” he said.

Message received: 
Sandy vote coming 


WASHINGTON House Speaker John Boehner 
abruptly reversed course Wednesday and set 
a timetable to approve $6o billion in Super- 
storm Sandy relief, after fellow Republicans, 
including New Jersey Gov Chris Christie, 
heaped scorn on his cancellation of an earlier 
vote. 

The Republican-controlled House of Rep- 
resentatives will now vote Friday on a $9 bil- 
lion down payment for storm-related support 
to the National Flood Insurance Program. 

Boehner also assured New Yoik and New 
Jersey lawmakers that the House will take a 
second vote Jan. 15 on the $51 billion remain- 
der of the Sandy disaster aid package ap- 
proved last week in the Senate. 

“This procedure that was laid out is fully 
acceptable and fully satisfactory It provides 
the full $60 billion that we require,” said Rep. 
Peter King, a high-ranking Republican from 
Long Island, N. Y. 

Earlier, King had condemned Boehner’s 
adjournment of the House before the Sandy 
vote, saying on the House floor that the inac- 
tion was “a knife in the back.” 

Sandy the second-costliest storm in U.S. 
history devastated the northeastern United 
States on Oct. 29, smashing New York and 
New Jersey coastal communities. 



Christie said the vote’s cancellation re- 
flected the “toxic internal politics” of House 
Republicans. 

“There is only one group to blame for the 
continued suffering of these innocent {storm} 
victims: the House majority and the speaker, 
John Boehner,” Christie told a news confer- 
ence in Trenton, N.J. 

“It is why the American people hate Con- 
gress,” he added. 

Christie tried to call Boehner four times 
after 11:20 p.m Tuesday, when House Majority 
Leader Eric Cantor told him the vote was can- 
celed. The speaker declined to take his calls, 
the governor said.

How 6 local restaurants and 
snack shops got their names

William Shakespeare may have asked, “What’s in a name?” but it’s unlikely he would have 
guessed the meaning behind monikers for local businesses such as Chuck’s Manufactur- 
ing (which manufactures food and drinks, not machine parts) or Spencer’s Jolly Posh Foods 
(which does not involve Santa or Victoria Beckham). We checked in with the owners of six 
local restaurants and food shops to get the story behind their creative company names.

Chuck’s Manufacturing 

224 N. Michigan Ave. 312-334-6700 

The manufacturing moniker of this Mag Mile bar (it’s inside the Hard Rock Hotel) is a nod to 
hotel owner Chuck Becker’s career, which included owning an automobile part manufacturing 
company Because plastics were a big part of Becker’s work, you’ll see plastic chairs and TV 
frames throughout the bar, said his daughter. Hard Rock Hotel general manager Carrie Meghie. 
The tie-in to Chuck’s earlier work aims to lend a more personal feel. “We wanted something 
with soul and meaning behind it,” Meghie said. On the menu, look for options such as the 
Chuck’s burger topped with barbecue sauce, cheddar and fried onions ($15). 



Joey’s Sodas and Snacks 

1946 W. Montrose Ave. 773-263-8728 
Joseph McCusty has dreamed of 
opening his own corner store since 
childhood, so it made sense to title 
it after his family nickname: Joey. 

As for the rest of the Lincoln Square 
store’s title, “I’ve got a lot of soda 
here,’’ McCusty said. Aside from an 
awning outside, there aren’t many in- 
terior items bearing the store’s name, 
but that doesn’t stop customers from 
inquiring about it. “They ask me if I’m 
Joey all the time,’’ McCusty said. The 
600-square-foot shop, which opened 
in November, stocks sodas and 
munchies from around the world, in- 
cluding from Mexico and Japan and 
regional American favorites such as 
Philadelphia-made Tastykakes ($1 
per two-pack). 



Spencer’s Jolly Posh Foods mos w. irving Park Road 312-415-6919 

Irish and English clients who purchased Nick Spencer’s homemade sausage and bacon at 
local farmer’s markets in recent years provided the inspiration for the Lakeview storefront, 
which opened last summer. “Customers would come see us [at the farmer’s markets] and 
say they were missing chocolate tea cakes or proper cheese,’’ Spencer said. And the wacky 
name? “It’s to help people connect with the quirky British and Irish sense of humor,’’ he said. 
At one point, the shop’s working name included the phrase “Great British and Irish-Style 
Foods.’’ “Then someone suggested ‘Jolly Great,’ which then became ‘Jolly Posh,’ Spencer 
said. Popular buys include Spencer’s pork banger sausages ($7 for one pound) and imported 
goodies ranging from toffee to tea. 


Elizabeth

The Lincoln Square restaurant, which opened 
in September, is named after chef/owner 
Iliana Regan’s sister, Elizabeth, who died 
lo years ago. “When she passed away it was 
one of those things where you realize, life is 
clearly short.

Regan said. “So it made sense when follow- 
ing my dream and opening {the restaurant] to 
credit it to her.” Regan, who keeps a few cu- 
linary family heirlooms on display inside the 
restaurant, didn’t consider any names other 
than Elizabeth. “Most people know some 
of the story,” she said. “But some people do 
think that it’s me and I’m Elizabeth.” Regan 
offers three different tasting menus; her cu- 
linary creations include savory dishes such as 
duck blood soup, featured on her mid-length 
tasting menu ($125 Wednesday; $135 Thurs- 


day and Sunday; $145 Friday and $155 on Sat- 
urday).

Bavette and beouf are the French terms for

is,” said general manager Lyndi Feitshans. 
Feitshans said Bavette’s was the clear front- 
runner for the restaurant’s name, yet not all 
customers understand what it means. “People 
ask us all the time, ‘Who is Bavette?’ ‘What’s a 
bavette?’ ” she said. The menu features hearty 
fare such as the short rib stroganoff ($18.50), 
made with hand-cut fettuccine noodles and 
served with caramelized cremini mushrooms. 
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Crosby’s Kitchen 

3455 N. Southport Ave. 773-883-2525 
Named for owner Derek Rettell’s young- 
est daughter, 17-month-old Crosby Ann, 
this family-friendly Lakeview eatery offers 
stroller valet and a kids-eat-free deal from 
4-6 p.m. daily. Rettell’s other daughters- 
Harper, 3, and Laine, 5-aren’t huge fans of 
the name. “We have to live with our other 
daughters discussing at dinner every night 
why they got passed over and how it’d be 
much better if it were Harper’s Kitchen or 
Laine’s Kitchen,’’ Rettell said. If you hap- 
pen to stop by when the family has come 
in for dinner, you may see Crosby scuttling 
around the dining room. “She runs around 
like it’s her place,’’ Rettell said. Chow down 
on Crosby’s omelet-made with spinach, 
bacon, mozzarella and wild mushrooms, 
topped with hollandaise ($9.50)-or signa- 
ture dishes such as the chicken dip sand- 
wich ($10) made with restaurant’s wood- 
fired rotisserie.
